4. I have often noted fome that zxt (hort-figked ■, I fay not; 
tore-blwd, to difcern all things that are doneabout them, aimed 
quite behind them, more perfedly then the beft-fighted, it the 
room was not too large for the reach of their fight. 

5. Alfo fome of Dr. Lowers Obferuations I could confirme 
by my own experience. In ray youngeft days I had a very nar> 
row efcapefrora anexcellen: Horfe, which had that only defeifl, 
which they call Moon- blind (and they told me of it after the mif- 
chief.) Ipuipos'dtolcapa Ditch, but the Horfe faw no Ditch, 
fo we fell in together. AsCoach-and Cart-herfes have flaps on 
the Ear- fides of their eyes, fo thefe flaps may befitted (and ia 
fome fliew of ornament j to fhadovv the over-part of tlie eyes^ 
and yet to afford them light enough to fee their way. I know 
not, whether it be ufual amongft you •, but I have feen a young 
Child wear a Kind of black Riband, like a narrow Mafque before 
her eyes, the Riband or Maske having holes made in fit places 
to guide the eye. And this was faid to bean effedual remedy 
to cure the Child of S^tiintingy which £he had hereditarily fiom 
her Mother. 

To conclude , for your trial of the Tuhuleus fpectades •, t \e 
Tubes may be of paper only colored black, and parted on, and 
with the inner folds to be drawn out (rom one inch to three 5 fome 
of the folds to be taken our, that the orifice may be wider or 
narrower, as beft fits to every degree of defed.

THere hath been of late fome conteft about the Origin of the 
Tramfufion^ the EngUfh firft claiming it as a latelnvention 
of theirs 5 the French pretending thereupon, that it had been 
propofed among them ten years agoe : after which, it was affirm'cl 
upon further inveftigation, by fome ingenious perfons in England, 
that therelt had been known 30 years agoe-, whereof the Pui- 
ii(}}er of thefe TraSts hath good proof in his 'lands. But it feems, 
that zn Italian Philofopher, in a certan Trad, cntituled, ReUti- 
tne diU'Efferiencefatte inlnghilterra, Francia& JtaliainforHoU 
Trans fnfisne dclSangnc^ lately printed in Kome^ (for the notice

whereof we are obliged to the Author of the ^mml des Su^ 
'vans) undertakes to prove, thzt the Traasfufm is yet of greater 
Antiquity, as having been known to LibAvim above 50. years 
fince. For which, that Roma» Author alledgeth a place out of 
the faid Libavim (in Sefenfiotie Sptagmatis Arcamrum Chymi- 
cerum conira Hcningtm Schmumanmm, aStidne 2. fag. S. Edit, 
francos. A. 16 is ^ where the Transfufion is fo plainly defcribed, 
that one can hardly difcourfe of it with more cleernefs, than there 
is done, in thefe words : Adftt((akhLfhviuil.c.') ^Hvenitro- 
httfiusyfanus^fanguinejpiritmfoflems : Adflet exhaufius virihs, 
tenuis J macilentus , njix animam trahem, Mdgi(ler arfis hdheat 
tuhulos argentcos inter Je congruentes, aperutt arteriam rohu^i, ^ 
tuhulunt injerat muniatque 5 mox & ^groti arteriam fnddt^ dftuh- 
lufn famineum infgdt. ^am duos tuhulos fthi matuo apflicet^ c^ 
fx Jano fanguis arterialU^cakns dr fprituofus faliet i» dgrotum, 
unaque vitxfontem afferet omnemque languor em fellet. This in- 
deed is cleer enough, and obliges us to averre a greater antiquity 
of this operation, than before we were aware of 5 though 'tis true, 
Libavius did not propofe it but only to mock at it (which is 
the common fate of new Inventions , in their Cradle ; ) befides 
that he contrives it with great danger, both to the Recipient and 
Emittenty by propofing to open ^r^ww in both i which indeed 
may be pradifed upon Brtttes , but ought by no means upon 
.Man.
